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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 17-19, 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipate by Kung (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,442,342). 

3. As per claim 17, and 21. Kung teaches an authentication method for a terminal, said 
method comprising receiving a set of challenges from a telecommunications network, choosing 
one challenge from the set of challenges, determining a response and a key based on the chosen 
challenge, determining an authenticator based on the key corresponding to the chosen challenge, 
and transmitting said authenticator and a data unit to the telecommunications network, said data 
unit relating to the manner in which the authenticator is formed and notifying the 
telecommunications network of the chosen challenge {see column 3 lines 51-6 lines 38). 

4. As per claim 18, Kung teaches an authentication method wherein said data unit is a 
security parameter index in the registration message of a Mobile IP protocol {see column 3 lines 
5h6 lines 38), 
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5. As per claim 19, Kung teaches an authentication method wherein said data unit comprises 
the response corresponding to the chosen challenge (see column 3 lines 51-6 lines 38), 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-16 and 20 allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed June 17**^, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

a. Applicant argues that the prior art (Kung) does not teach or suggest each element 
recited in the claimed invention. Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's 
characterization of the prior art. Kung teaches and authentication process wherein the 
user is required to correctly respond to a set of randomly selected authentication 
challenges when requesting access. The correct responses may vary between the right 
response, a wrong response or no response depending on some predetermined variable, 
e.g., the day of the week or hour of the day. The system employs pairs of authentication 
boxes, coded cards, passwords and a selection of challenges. Distributing responsibility 
for authentication between the user node and the computer system permits a user to 
access different computer systems from a single user node. The only restriction is that the 
user must possess one or more coded cards generated by the computer(s) to be accessed. 
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The challenges used are selected at random for each authentication session. Responses to 
the challenges can also be varied. At one time, a true response may be expected. At 
another, no answer or a false answer may be the correct response. The pattern of these 
responses can be varied by basing their selection on a parameter such as day of the week, 
if desired. Access is granted based on reception of correct responses to the entire set of 
challenges. Users are required to remember their password and the valid pattern of 
response to gain access to the system.
